Dr. John Powell Gives 
Tuesday Evening Lecture 

Dr. John Powell, Jr., college sec¬ 
retary of the Board of Education of 
the Presbyterian church in the Unit¬ 
ed States, spoke before the Tuesday 
Evening Lecture course audience in 
the Congregational church at Winter 
Park Tuesday evening, taking as bis 
subject, "A Comparison of Scottish 
and American Universities," 

The trouble with our system of ed¬ 
ucation, he maintained, is the ideal 
we have of education. We get an ed¬ 
ucation for what we believe it will 
; bring us financially later on. Our 
colleges are crowded, not because wc 
really desire to learn, but because 
we think it a short cut to success Dr. 
Powell showed that with our sys¬ 
tem of a multitude of courses we do 
not go into anything thoroughly, but 
try to get a smattering of every¬ 
thing. "We do not allow our art 
students to specialize," he said. 

With the American colleges and 
universities, he compared the Scot¬ 
tish, whose ideal is the training of 
scholars* They study a subject be¬ 
cause they are interested in learning 
, all they possibly can about it, not be¬ 
cause it is in the college require¬ 
ments. 

The difference in the two ideas, he 
maintained, is in our conception of 
the value of knowledge. Here we 
think knowledge is no good unless it 
! can be put to some practical use*

Dr. Aurelia Hery Reinhart, 
President of Mills College at Oak¬ 
land, California, addressed the Rol¬ 
lins assembly Monday on "The Stu¬ 
dent of Today.”

Quoting 
Browning, Pupin and Tytidal, Dr.

“Students in this world should 
dedicate their lives to bringing or¬ 
der out of chaos. Artists open our 
minds to beauty where there was 
none, the scientist reveals new 
knowledge. Students of today must 
know; you've got to know even to

STONE BURN 


The ball room of the great hotel 
was crowded that night in 1908. 
Young men and women clung close 
together and swayed to the sweet 
rapture of the Dream of Heaven 
waits, wherein a New York saxo¬ 
phonist blared his passions to the 
world. On the next floor of the ho¬ 
tel a blue-eyed curly-headcd baby 
boy rocked in hb cradle, keeping 
perfect time with the orchestra. It 
was a happy night for the parents of 
this child, for the music that had 
kept them awake so long, had also 
brought them to the realization that 
their tiny one was a natural born 
musician. The next day when the 
bread-winner returned to his suite, 
he brought with him a shiny new 
saxaphonc and a membership card 
in the Union of Master Musicians. 
These he presented to his son. 

At the age of 12 little Sidney whs 
known as the hoy wonder of the 
Saxaphone. At this early age he 
was appearing in theatres and play¬ 
ing in an orchestra. His solos were 
the feature of Alexander's Rag- 
Time band. 

In 19215 Sid sailed with a dance 
orchestra to Greece where he enter¬ 
tained in many famous Greek night 
clubs. While in that distant coun¬ 
try our fellow student developed a 
taste for the food prepared there. 
He has for some time tried to get 
th£ proprietor of a nearby delicat¬ 
essen to prepare some Greek dishes 
for him. Evidently he has not suc¬ 
ceeded, for he still carries that hun¬ 
gry look. His short stay in Greece 
was of some value to the "Lone Ea' 
gle,” for he often entertains his fra¬ 
ternity brothers by pronouncing the 
Greek word for "hash/* This word 
by the way is the longest word in 
any language. He also knows some 
modern Greek stories. 

On hb return to the United States 
Sidney enrolled in New York Uni¬ 
versity with a number of his Irish 
friends.
